Pinchot Ducks Questions on 


Senator Lenroot's Record 


Declines to Explain .Senator's Stand on the League of 


Nations and Esch^Cummins Law; Attack is Made 


On Senator La Follette 


Gifford Pinchot speaking Satur-' 


da"y night at the high 
school audi- 


torium referred to the open lettei 
addressed to him in the Capital 
Times, but' failed to answer the 
questions put to him. He also re- 
fused to answer the questions put 
to him by 
a student, Philip W, 


Voltz, as, to where Mr. Lenroot 
stands on'the ledgue of nations. 


"I felt, complimented"' said Mr. 


Pinchot, "to find .when I reached 
Madison an open letter addressed 
to me, in one of your newspapers, a 
rather thin newspaper, which has 
no use for anybody who does not 
bow down to the idol it worships." 


As to having been brought into 


this campaign by reactionaries, Mr. 
Pinchot, (who by the way is a mil- 
lionaire) said he paid his own ex- 
penses. 


Mr. Pinchot described conditions 


in this country in 1912, gave Sena- 
tor La Follette credit as the lead- 
ing force in building up the pro- 
gressive movements, which he said 
aimed particularly to prevent the 
nomination of anyone who was not 
a progressive for the 
presidency, 


i but as to the breaking up and dis- 
banding of the 
progressive Nmove- 


ment which the Times letter asked 
him about he had nothing to say. 


He said he abandoned La Fol- 


lette's support in 1912, because 
it 


became evident that La . Follette 
would not stand for any presidential 
nominee except himself. 


"Up to that time" he said'"I had 


been an ardent La Follette backer." 


As to Hard ing's reactionary rec- 


ord, which the Capital Times letter 
asked him about, he made, no at- 
tempt to explain it away.. 


Mr. 
Harding's 
references 
to 


Roosevelt in which he called him 
"the greatest faker of the times, 
and compared, him to Benedict Ar- 
nold were of course not mentioned. 


He acknowledged as genuine the 


letter, which The Capital Times 
printed, in which he thanked Sena- 
tor La Follette for 
defeating the 


first coal and oil lands bill of 1919. 
but did not explain where Lenroot 
was when the fight was on against 
this bill nor why he made no move 
in opposition to it, although on the 
committee before whom the hear- 
ings were held on" the bill. 


As .to whether 
friends 
of Mr. 


Pinchot tried to 
enlist 
Lenroot's 


help in opposition 
to the bill Mr. 


Pinchot had nothing to say. 


He claimed the second coal and 


oil leasing bill was a good .measure, 
and said that under it lessees would, 
pay huge sums to the government, 
enough to pay the war debt, he 
said.

He did Hot reply to Senator King1! 


charge, which the 
Tiraes 
quoted, 


that the second bill was substantial- 
ly the same as the one which Sena- 
tor La Follette killed by the fili- 
buster. 


He did not say any 'thing about 


.Senator Lenroot's^. defense of 
the 


naval reserve section of the leasing 
:bill which Mr. Pinchot himself do 
nounced. 


He said he could not go into th< 


Times' charges in detail but wonlc 
only say that Senator Lenroot had 
been a consistent and able defend- 
er of conservation measures, anc 
the second coal and oil bill of 191- 
was a good measure, the culmina- 
tion of a 15 years' fight. 


He said that his letter to Senator 


La Follette commending him for 
killing the first oil 
and coal •fcil' 


was put into the congressional rec- 
.ord by the senator, but that the 
senator never acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of it. 


No member of congress he saW 


had been so uniformly right on 
public questions as Senator Lenroot 
and he could not be charged with 
being reactionary on conservation 
matters. He had been right he. de- 
clared "from'start to finish." He 
called him one c-f the two greatest 
men west of'the Ohio river, the 
other being Hiram Johnson. 


Mr, Pinchot said that when the 


nropressive fight was on to make 
La Follette president he contributed 
$10,000.
